OFFICE  HERE 
MAYJLOSE 

Reduced  Budget  May  Mean 
Elimination  of  Service 
In  This  City 


The  blanch  office  of  the  state  divi- 
sion of  immigration  and  Americaniza- 
tion may  be  lost  to  Western  Massa- 
chusetts due  to  proposed  state  re- 
trenchment, It  was  learned  here  to- 
day. 

■  Elimination  of  the  division  in  its 
entirety  has  been  proposed,  and  a 
budget  severely  pruned  is  expected, 
according:  to  reliable  sources.  One 
or  more  of  five  branch  offices  seem 
likely  to  be  closed,  and  the  Spring- 
field office  has  been  singled  out  as  a 
likely  source  of  economy,  despite  the 
fact  that  it  is  the  only  station  in 
the  western  pari  of  the  state. 

Other  branch  offices  are  in  Law- 
rence, New  Bedford,  Fall  River  and 
Worcester. 

Springfield's  geographical  position 
may  save  the  office  in  the  final 
analysis,  and  if  only  one  branch  is 
eliminated.  New  Bedford  might  be 
selected  because  of  its  proximity  to 
Fall  River.  State  House  discussion 
of  the  m.ittei-,  however,  has  consid- 
ered the  elimination  of  the  local  office 
even  it  only  one  is  closed. 

Miss  Alice  W.  O'Connor,  a  super- 
visor in  the  division  since  1918,  is 
currently  in  this  city  in  charge  of 
the  office  during  the  absence  of 
George  P.  Lovett,  branch  secretary, 
who  is  out  ill. 

Final  decision  in  the  matter  of 
branch  office  closing  rests  with  Dr 
Walter  M.  Downey,  the  commissioner 
of  education,  under  whose  depart- 
ment the  division  falls.  The  entire 
matter  is  contingent  on  the  economy 
demands  of  the  Legislature. 

The  local  office  has  been  an  un- 
usually busy  one  during  the  past  sev- 
eral months,  probably  due  to  the  citi- 
zenship requirements  in  connection 
with  WPA  service  and  also  because 
of  the  unsettled  conditions  abroad.

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IMMIGRATION 
OFFICER  HERE 
IS  SUSPENDED 

George  P.  Lovett  Released 
From  Duties;  Reasons 
Not  Given 


Word  was  received  here  today  from 
Boston  that  George  P.  Lovett,  for 
many  years  branch  secretary  in  the 
Massachusetts  division  of  immigra- 
tion and  naturalization,  has  been 
suspended  from  his  duties  at  the 
Springfield  office.  The  information 
came  from  Dr  Helen  McGillicuddy, 
director  of  the  state  bureau. 

No  indication  was  given  as  to  the 
reasons  for  the  suspension  of  Lovett, 
who  has  been  under  the  care  of  a 
physician  for  some  months,  and  offi- 
cials of  the  department  of  education, 
which  controls  the  immigration 
bureau,  were  reluctant  to  discuss  the 
matter,  pending  the  outcome  of  the 
so-called  "abolition  bill"  now  before 
the  state  Legislature. 

Miss  Alice  W.  O'Connor,  a  super- 
visor in  the  division  since  1918,  la 
now  in  this  city  administering  the 
affairs  of  the  local  office  and  helping 
to  clear  up  matters  pending  during 
the  absence  of  Lovett  and  further 
action  by  State  Education  Commis- 
sioner Downey.  Whether  or  not  a 
new  branch  secretary  will  be  named 
to  this  office  remains  contingent  upon 
whether  or  not  the  local  branch  will 
be  retained. 

Elimination  of  the  division  in  its 
entirety  has  been  proposed  and  a 
budget  severely  cut  is  in  prospect 
should  the  division  not  be  abolished. 
If  the  department  does  continue  and 
one  office  is  eliminated,  as  has  been 
proposed,  Springfield's  geographical 
position  may  save  it,  with  the  pos- 
sibility of  New  Bedford  losing  its 
office  because  of  its  proximity  to  Fall 
River,  which  also  has  a  branch. 

The  local  office  has  been  unusually 
busy  during  the  past  few  months,  an 
activity  which  is  probably  due  to 
citizenship  requirements  in  connection 
with  WPA  service,  unsettled  condi- 
tions abroad  and  the  fact  that  pros- 
pective citizens  are  anxious  to  take 
advantage  of  the  assistance  now  be- 
ing offered  locally  in  the  face  of  the 
likelihood  of  being  deprived  of  that 
help  through  the  department's  elimi- 
nation.

CIVIC  patriotism' 

The  action  taken  by  Dr.  Helen  I. 
McGillicudcly,  director  of  Immigration 
and  Americanization  for  the  State  De- 
partment of  Education,  in  supporting  the 
economy  program  of  Governor  Saltonstall 
deserves  more  than  passing  mention. 

Briefly,  the  Governor  has  recom- 
mended that  this  division  be  abolished 
and  the  work  supervised  by  an  unpaid 
board  of  six  members.  When  the  matter 
came  before  the  ways  and  means  com- 
mittee Dr.  McGillicuddy,  whose  salary  as 
director  of  the  division  is  $3500  a  year, 
appeared  in  support  of  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Governor.  She  said  very  frank- 
ly that  in  her  opinion  the  work  requires 
the  services  of  a  director,  but  she  felt  it 
is  even  more  important  that  the  Gover- 
nor's program  of  economy  receive  full 
support  and  accordingly  she  favored  the 
bill. 

This  is  real  civic  patriotism,  placing 
the  mterests  of  the  state  above  any  per- 
sonal gains.  It  may  be  no  exaggeration 
to  say  there  are  other  positions,  carrying 
as  large  or  larger  salaries,  created  dur- 
ing the  boom  days  of  easy  spending  in 
Massachusetts,  which  could  be  abolished 
without  detriment  to  the  affairs  of  state. 
It  is  doubtful  though  if  there  will  be  any 
rush  to  follow  the  example  of  Dr.  McGil- 
licuddy. The  first  thought  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  legislature  was  not  how  much 
the  state  will  save  but  how  can  we  man- 
ipulate it  to  get  as  much  in  salaries  for 
one  session  in  two  years  as  we  did  with 
annual  sessions.

URGES  ALIENS 
TO  GET  PAPERS 

Mayor  Says  36,000  Abuse 
Privileg'e  Here 


Estimating  that  36,000  aliens  In  Bos- 
ton have  never  taken  out  citizenship 
papers,  Mayor  Tobin,  in  an  address  last 
night,  appealed  to  them  to  take  th» 
necessary  steps  toward  becoming  offi- 
cial American  citizens. 

At  the  same  time,  he  urged  men  and 
women  in  Boston  who  have  not  regis- 
tered as  voters  to  do  so  during  the  next 
few  days,  in  order  that  they  may  be 
able  to  cast  their  ballots  at  the  coming 
municipal  election  and  the  presidential 
primary  election  next  spring. 

Boston,  at  the  beginning  of  this  year, 
had  50,000  aliens  who  had  not  made  th« 
first  step  toward  citizenship,  the  Mayor 
revealed,  stating  that  this  number  has 
been  reduced  at  the  rate  of  300  to  400  a 
week  since  then.  He  declared  there  ara 
close  to  100,000  persons  who  were  listed 
by  police  last  January,  but  who  are  not 
registered  as  voters. 

"To  be  a  citizen  and  not  vote  Is  & 
careless  abuse  of  that  privilege,"  asiert- 
ed  Mayor  Tobin.  "Every  alien  whJ  be- 
comes a  citizen  and  every  citizen  [who 
votes— is  doing  something,  at  least,  in 
preserving  and  protecting  the  principles 
I  that  have  made  this  nation  a  nation  of 
freedom  and  opportunity  for  all,  regard- 
less of  race,  creed  or  previous  condition 
of  servitude."

WOMEN  APPLYING 
FORJCITIZEI^HIP 

STATE  HOUSE,  Boston,  C^t.  31— 
A  majority  of  those  applying  for 
citizenship  at  the  State  Division  of 
Immigration  and  Americanization 
during  the  past  few  months  are 
women.  Dr.  Helen  I.  Doherty  Mc- 
Gillicuddy,  director,  announced. 

European  situation  is  only  partly 
responsible  for  the  large  number  of 
women  who  have  applied.  Dr.  Mc- 
Gillicuddy  stated.  She  said  the 
WPA  requirement  of  citizenship 
was  one  of  the  foremost  reasons 
for  the  increase  in  applicants  during 
1939  as  compared  with  1938  figures. 

The  greatest  number  of  applica- 
tions received  during  1939  was  in 
the  month   of   March   when  2400 
persons  applied  at  the  Boston  office. 
In  January  there  were  1702  and  in 
February    1407    applicants.  The

'  Dr.  McGillicuddy  said.    It  was  esti- 
mated there  were  nearly  two-thirds 
as  many  women  seeking  citizenship 
as  men,  according  to  the  applica- 
tions received  during  the  past  few 
months.    Dr.  McGillicuddy  opined 
this  was  due  to  the  fact  that  women 
appear  to  be  taking  a  keener  in- 
terest in  the  foreign  Ind  national 
affairs  of  the  government.  Included 
in  this  group  of  womin  are  those 
who  gave  up  their  citifsnship  when 
they  were  married  and  who  are  now 
returning  to  this  country. 

The  director  said  there  were  only 
a  few  young  men  in  proportion  to 
the  total  number  seeking  citizen- 
ship, and  the  majority  of  these  were 
persons  who  were  brought  to  the 
United  States  as  children  and  have 
had  to  wait  until  they  reached  21 
years  of  age  before  applying  for 
their  citizenship.

She 
points  out  that  a  petition  of  an 
alien  for  citizenship  would  not  en- 
able him  to  evade  American  mili- 
tary service,  since  under  the  last 
draft  law  permanent  resident  aliens 
were  subject  to  the  draft.  On  the 
other  hand,  she  says,  few  if  any 
foreign  countries  recognize  the  dec- 
laration of  an  alien  to  become  a 
citizen  of  this  country  as  consti- 
tuting loss  of  his  nationality  by 
birth  or  as  exempting  him  from 
military  service  in  the  land  of  his 
birth.  Filing  of  final  citizenship 
papers,  she  adds,  except  in  the  cases 
of  husbands  of  American  citizens, 
requires  a  preliminary  declaration 
of  intention  made  at  least  two 
years  before  the  petition. 

"Two-thirds  of  the  population  of 
Massachusetts  is  of  foreign-bom 
parentage,"  says  Dr.  McGillicuddy. 
"That  means  that  the  majority  are 
but  one  boat  away  from  foreign 
lands."  J
